SAVING ON 
WIRE FENCES 


Because a single-strand electrically 
charged wire on light stakes found 
& square mile of pasture gives a sav 
ing of 84,480 feet of barbed wire, 
weighing 3,200 pounds, over an ord 
inary five strand barbed wire fence, 
the Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
has arranged a priority for manufac 
turers of electric controllers for use 
on such fences, 

To give a sharp, harmless shock to 
any animal that touches the wire, 
each enclosure must have a control- 
ler—a mechanical device that oper 
ates a condenser coil from a six-volt 
dry battery, 

Over 25,000 electric fences were

SAFETY FIRSTS FOR SWIMMERS 


Twelve safety rules for swimmers 
and bathers are listed by Robert B, 
Laveaga, president of the National 
Physical Education Society of the 
Y¥.M,C.A,,' in an-effort. to lower last 
year’s heavy. toll, 

Here are his warnings and tips: 

1—After the winter lay-off take 
your swimming in easy doses, You 
may not be as good as you used to be 

2—Don't take foolish chances. 
Many fatal accidents result from 
horse-play in deep water, 

3—Walk out and swim in. That 
way you'll never get beyond your 
depth, . 

4—Don’t swim alone. Always have 
a water-buddy, preferably a swimmer 
stronger than you are, 

5—Swim only at a supervised beach 
or pool, 

6—Don’t go in the water soon after 
a meal, 

7—Don't dive until you’re sure how 
deep the water is. The other fellow 
may not need as much as you, 

8—It’s not brave to give or take 
a dare. It’s downright silly, 

9—Stay out of canoes and rowboats 
if you can’t swim. If a boat turns 
over while you’re in it, cling to it for 
support, 

10--Learn artificial respiration, It 
may mean the difference between 
saving a life and losing one. 

11—If you cam reach a person in 
trouble with a pole, belt or towel do 
so., It’s more sensible than jumping 
in, 

12—-In making a rescue, use a boat 
if possible, It’s safer than swim- 
ming,

to me-when I put them on, A healthy 
life though I think. I was treated 
well and got along famously, 

“There wasn’t anything very out 
standing happened during that week, 
It’s a tremendous sight to see and 
hear a two or three or five mile long 
column of heavy tanks striding and 
clanking, seemingly relentlessly, 
through a village with the natives 
standing agape, The lumbering 
chunks of iron seem to be relentless, 
ruthless and seem to have a human 
but bestial soul, I can well imagine 
how the German people thought dur- 
ing pre-war military demonstration 
and I can also know how the French 
or Polish villagers felt when the col- 
umns of conquering panzers rumbled 
invincibly through their villages, Very 
depressing in Engish country-sides— 
at least to me, althigugh probably not 
to the English who havé their backs 
up or their home bombed.
